EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

In the Title : 

The title has been changed to: "Transflective LCD display device comprising a patterned 
polarizer , display having the same , and method having the same ." 

In the Claims : 

Lines 8-9 of claim 18 has been changed from "the patterned polarizer extending 
substantially over an area of the apertures in the partial mirror, the patterned polarizer being 
patterned to expose a portion of the partial mirror" to —the patterned polarizer extending 
substantially over an area of the apertures in the partial ly reflective layer , the patterned polarizer 
being patterned to expose a portion of the partial ly reflective layer. — 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Rex Huang (Reg. No. 57661) on February 15, 2011.

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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
prior art does not disclose the transflective LCD display device of claim 1, in particular the 
limitations that the patterned polarizer being patterned to expose a portion of the partial mirror. 
In addition, the prior art does not disclose the display of claim 13 and the method of claim 18, in 
particular the limitations that the patterned polarizer being patterned to expose a portion of the 
partially reflective layer. 

The closely related prior art, lijima et al. (US 20040027510) discloses a transflective 
liquid crystal display (LCD) device, comprising: a liquid crystal display cell (104) including an 
active layer; a backhght system (130) for backlighting of said display cell, a partial mirror (120) 
for reflecting ambient light, provided with apertures (110) for passing light originating from the 
backlight system, and polarizing means comprising a patterned polarizer (121) between the 
active layer and the backlight system, said patterned polarizer extending substantially over an 
area of said apertures in said partial mirror (Fig. 7). 

However, lijima does not disclose the patterned polarizer being patterned to expose a 
portion of the partial mirror. Claim 1 is therefore allowed, as are dependent claims 2-12. 
Furthermore, lijima does not disclose the patterned polarizer being patterned to expose a portion 
of the partially reflective layer. Claim 13 is therefore allowed, as are dependent claims 14-17. 
Claim 18 is therefore allowed, as are dependent claims 19-20.
